THE  OXFORD  DEBATE 

The  Oxford  debaters  have  come  and 
gone.  What  have  they  left1? 

Somo,  perhaps,  were  disappointed  in 
tho  personal  appearanco  of  tho  English 
team.  Might  that  show  that  Americans 
place  too  much  emphasis  upon  dress  and 
formality? 

Others  might  liavo  thought  that  they 
did  not  approach  the  debate  with  a 
sufficiently  serious  attitude.  Might  that 
mean  that  tho  American  people  take 
their  work  too  seriously?  Might  it  im¬ 
ply  that  they  would  not  need  so  many 
expensive  vacation  trips  to  Europe,  if 
they  got  more  enjoyment  from  their 
work? 

Tho  Englishmen  seemed,  to  take  their 
arguments  largely  from  their  general 
knowledge.  Might  this  suggest  how  tho 
people  in  tho  United  States  could  make 
their  after-diner  conversations  more 
cultured;  their  general  reading  of  a 
moro  substantial  nature? 

It  was  femurked  tliat  tho  Englishmen 
.blonded  humor  and  logic  rather  success¬ 
fully.  Does  this  not  demonstrate  a  char¬ 
acteristic  of  the  .peoplo  of  an  older  na¬ 
tion — ability  to  strike  a  happy  medium 
betwoen  tho  extreme  of  absolute  ser¬ 
iousness  and  that  of  frivolity? 

And  yet,  with  these  suggestions  for 
improvement,  what  ono  of  us  would  ox- 
cliango  tho  American  for  tho  English 
tradition?  American  impetuosity  will 
be  modified  with  ago  and  experience, 
The  high  seriousness  shows  that  the 
'American  peoplo.  have  not  grown  .too 
far  away  from  genuineness  and  a  con¬ 
sciousness  of  values.  American  all-round 
development  was  made  manifest  in  tho 
graceful  gestures,  tho  easy  prosonco, 
and  tho  well-developed  physiquo  of  tho 
American  debaters.

Whethor  a  citizen  of  a  campus,  of  i 
nation,  or  of  tho  world,  ono  should 
search  out  and  adopt  thoso  modes  o’ 
conduct  whicli  will  make  tho  life  of  hit 
group  ethically  more  sound  by  his  par¬ 
ticipation  in  it. 

Tho  individual  might,  thou,  take  n 
more  activo  part  in  civic  affairs.  He 
might  rend  to  keep  informed  about  the 
doings  of  his  own  times.  Ho  might  vote 
— for  tho  man  rather  than  for  tho  par¬ 
ty.  Ho  might  acquaint  himself  witli  tho 
workings  of  his  own  government. 

Ho  might  seek  to  overcome  interna¬ 
tional  ill-will  by  international  co-oper¬ 
ation  and  friendship.  He  should  recog¬ 
nize  tho  fact  that  tho  state  is  not  tho 
supremo  political  entity;  tliat  the  lack 
of  an  international  ideal  is  as  truly 
anarchy  as  tho  lack  of  a  national  idea. 
IIo  might  support  tho  movemont  for  in¬ 
ternational  uxocutive,  legislative,  and 
judiciary  bodies. 

The  individual  might  benefit  bis 
group  by  living  creatively.  Ono  man 
may  double  bis  possession’s,  and  the 
group  is  no  richer.  But  lot  him  create 
something,  and  the  group  is  enriched 
by  the  value  of  that  man’s  creation 
And  in  this  respoct  the  teacher  who 
develops  character  is  as  truly  creative 
as  tho  scientist  who  invents  a  new  ma 
chine. 

By  sacrificial  living,  tlio  individual 
might  improvo  his  group  life.  He  might 
lose  his  fear  of  doing  right  by  disre¬ 
garding  his  fears  of  public  opinion. 

Finally,  one  might  live  closer  to  the 
sources  of  superior  powers  Ho  might 
withdraw  from  crowds  for  five  minutes 
a  day  and  think.  He  might  live  closer 
to  human  need.  Olio  lives  so  ldng  in  a 
world  where  his  desires  are  all  gr'ati 
fied  that  he  loses  his  sense  of  values 
and  forgets  what  it  is  to  have  real 
wants. 

It  is  an  endless  chain.  One  raises  the 
standard  of  his  group.  The  group  grows 
and  reflects  its  worth  upon  the  individ

Snowstorms  . 

The  pupils  and  teachers  of  Carpenter 
school  as  well  as  tho  bus  drivers  have 
arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  winter 
has  set  in  permanently.  Having  already 
missed  two  days  on  account  of  snow 
storms  during  tho  past  week  wo  settled 
ourselves  in  school  life  again  hoping 
for  nice  weather.  Monday  morning 
looked  wonderfully  promising.  No  need 
for  coats  and  hats  today  announced  sev¬ 
eral  boys  and  girls  to  their  wise  and 
dubious  parents  as  they  went  to  meet 
the  bus.  ■ 

About  9:30  the  sky  bogan  to  seem 
dark  and  cloudy.  Tho  sun  became  invis¬ 
ible  and  a  fog  descended  upon  us. 
About  noon  tho  snow  began  to  fall  and 
tho  weather  became  unpromising.  Two 
or  three  paronts  drove  up  after  thoir 
children.  At  1:30  there  was  a  terrible 
blizzard  upon  us.  School  was  dismissed 
and  somo  of  the  busses  started  out.  In  a 
surprisingly  short  time  nil  returned 
with  tho  exception  of  ono.

Mr.  Gilospio  had  gono  ns  far 
ns  Ctuudo  Hardy ’s  and  seeing  ho  could 
go  no  farther  loft  his  load  there  and 
was  returning  whon  the  bus  of  Cocil 
Talkington  loomed  up  abend  of  him  and 
they  collided  yet  luckily  neithor  was 
damaged. 

Hud  the  census  of  Carpenter  boon 
taken  that  night  this  little  town  might 
have  been  thought  to  bo  booming  again. 

People  unused  to  childron  found  them¬ 
selves  surrounded  by  a  merry  boistor- 
ous  group  and  perhaps  tho  bread,  jelly 
or  cookie  supply  rapidly  diminished. 
The  following  morning  nearly  all  of  the 
pupils  wero  on  time.
